Nkw Yobk, Deo. 16.— Tlvo storm which

BtiU continues. At 9 o'clock tliia iiinrii- 
ing Sandy Hook reported the wind blow- 
ing from N.N. 10. forty miles an hour. A 
steamer and two jiilot boats are anchored 
inside the Hook for shelter; one i)ilot 
boat ia orniaing oulHido. The Icleiiliono 
connecting Sandy Hook with the lite- 
saving station on the Jersey coast ia 
down, provenliug reports from tlio 
life-savers. Telegraphic reports from 
Long lieach and Ashbury Park 
say iiotliing has been seen this 
morning of the schooner Ciraci) K. 
Circen, which was abandoned yeaterday 
afternoon. Her cicw were rescued by 
tlie 1 )ominioii steamer Vorktown. Only 
two steamers reached quarantiiio this 
morning, the Starling from Swansea and 
the Asloun from Ohiuese ports. No ves- 
sel left port this morning. The Ameri- 
can line steamer St. Louie, for South-

.Vntworp, and White Star liner Mojeutic, 
for Liverpool, besides a number ol coast- 
era, wuio ecliedulcd to sail to-day, but it 
is doubtful if they will venture out in 
the gale now blowing.

TO DEFE^'D HAVANA. 

Troops Calletl in by General Weyler— More 
About niaceo — OtTicial Statement 
by Spanish Government. 

Cincinnati, Dec. 16. — A special to the 
Commercial Trilnine from Key West 
Fla., says: Fighiin;,' is reported west 
ofthetrocha in Pinar del Rio section, 
where the insurgents, under Gen. 
Maceo'a successor. Gen. Ruia Rivera, 
have taken the field against tbe Spanish 
forces left there by Gen. Weyler. No 
details are received, but 50 wounded sol- 
diers came in yesterday from the noiirh- 
borhood of Artemisa. 

It ia stated iu Havana that Gen. 
Weyler has called in eome of tlie troops 
now stationed outside the city, fearing 
an attack by Gen. Gomez, who ia re- 
ported as coming eastward with a large 
force, well armed and provisioned. The 
insurgents have already occupied several 
small towns held by the Spaniards in 
the eastern part of the province of 
;a iuia, and nave had hardly any de- 
feats. 

Two train loads of provisions anfl 
arms were captured by the insurgents 
on the iNIatanzas railway Saturilay and 
Sunday with slight loss. It is reported 
an expedition from Honduras landed on 
the south side of the island Saturday, 
with large supplies of ammunition and 
arms, and that the cargo was siitely 
delivered into tbe poaseaaion of Gen. 
Rivera. 

Nkw Yoiiic, Dec. 10.— A special from 
Key West, Florida, saya it ia atill main- 
tained in certain insurgent circles thai 
Maceo ia still alive and will be heard 
from before long, where, under any cir- 
cumstances, he would be least expected . 
It was, it is said, a mulatto who mucli 
resembles Maceo who was killed in the 
engagement on the other side the 
trocba. 

lU-i'K.M,o, X.Y., Dec. U').- A call has 
been issued by the American junta here 
f(jr ail indignation meeting to be held in 
the Lvcmini tiieatre next Sunday after- 
noon 'at '2:',]0 o'clock. At the meeting 
preliminary steps will bt? taken to raise 
troops and mouey to send them to Cuba ; 
also a petition to congress to take imme- 
diate steps to further the Cuban struggle 
for liberty. 

Washincitox, Doc. 1(1.— Tlie following 
dispatch from tbe Spanish miniater (jf 
foreign affairs in regard to tbe death of 
General Blaceo, received at tbe Spanish 
legation here, has been made public by 
Minister de Lome : 

"Madkid, Dec. 15, 1K90. 
"To the Spaniult Min i^ter, Waitli iiiijtoii : 

"Maceo's death took place in a loyal 
fight at Punta Brava, and was cuusediby 
our soldiers' bullets. It is evidently 
proved by the letter written by the son 
of Gomez, which states that he killed 
himself in order not toabandon the body 
of bis general. The handwriting of the 
letter has been verified and also every 
detail of the light ; the time and circum- 
stances when Maceo and the son of Go- 
mez were wouiideil. All these details 
have been published in Kurope by tele- 
grama from both Spanish and foreign 
correspondents. 

"(Signed) Tetpan." 
Maduui, Dec. 10. — Dispatches received 
here from Havana say the pursuit of the 
Cuban insurgents ia being actively 
pushed, especially in the provinces of 
Matanzas and Havana. Skirmishes are 
fre()uent and the insurgents are reported 
to be retreating to the eastern end of the 
island.

They admit the superior number of the 
insurgents in the engagement near Pun- 
ta Brava with tbe Spanish troops under 
Major Ciruejeila. AceordiiiL' to the Her- 
aldo, 15,000 troops are to he sent to re- 
nforce the Spanish garrisons in tbe Phi- 
lippine islands.

THE UNITED STATES SENATE. 

Six of the Eepnblican Senators have 
refused to enter the cauoiia of their 
jjarty. They are, of course, silver Sena 
tors, and it is said tliat a seventli, who 
was absent, will join them. Th? de- 
fection of the six Senators will reduce 
Hhe nunaber of Republican Senators who 
can be depended upon to carry out the 
policy of their party from forty-three to 
thirty-seven. This will give tho com- 
mand of the Senate to the party opposed 
to the Adnjinistration. 

In the first place it will make the 
paasage of the Dingley bill an impossi- 
bility even if the Advisory Committee of 
theOaacuB should advocate it. Witliout 
the support of at least eight sound money 
Democrats tliey would have no chance 
ofsutcess. And it would be expecting 
too much of Democratic disinterested- 
ness to hope that so considerable a num- 
ber of Democratic senators would unite 
to pull the Eepublican party out of the 
hole in which it is stuck. 

It is pretty clear that the United 
States will have to try to net along un 
der the Wilson tarifl' for Eome time 
to come. U is expected tliat when the 
new Legislatures of the States, on which 
the duty of selecting senators will de 
volve, have made their choice the per- 
sonnel of the Senate will be consider 
ably altered, and also its political 
complexion. Immediately after the 
election it was predicted that ^Ir. 
I^IcKiuley would, when the new Con 
(jress met, he aljlo to command a ma^ 
jority of tUe Senate as well as of the 
House of ReprQsentatives. The same 
thing was said of Mr. Cleveland when he 
was elected in 1892, but the result was 
very difTerent from whai was jjri'dicted 
Tlie Senate was a thorn in J'resideiit 
Cleveland's side from the beginning to 
the end of his term, and it may he that 
I'resident Mi'Kiuley will lind that Irjdy 
equallylwroiiK-headcd and impiacticable. 
What with Popocratic cranks and silver 
fanatics tho Senate of the United States 
has become a broken reed for any ad- 
ministration to depend upon. 



TnE RICU NORTHERN COUNTRY. 

When the Hon. Mr. Davies was in 
Victoria the necessity for ^;ii;u-ding the 
deep HCii lisherica and of takin<; meas 
urea to i)revciit sina;_'j;linK in the injrtli- 
eni j.-ai'tH <.l the proviuce was liruuirlit to 
his notice hy the lioai i! of 'J'rade. The 
Minister of Marine and Iwshorioa was 
evidently impressed with the import- 
ance of both these subjects. There ap- 
))eared to be in hia mind some doubt as 
to what are tlie territorial waters uf the 
Proviuce. At any rate, there can be no 
ijuestion as to whether or not the 
part of the sea within a mar 
ine league of tho coast is lirilisl 
Columbia territory. The foreigner 
who fishes within three miles of the 
shore is no doubt a trespasser. On the 
Eastern side of tlie Dominion the " in- 
shore fisheries " are very valuable. 
Within that zone mackerel, herring, 
lobsters are chielly caught, and some 
codfish and halibut. We have no doubt 
that in th© waters of this Province there 
are good fishing grounds within the 
three mile limit. 

The cruiser whicli is sent to keep oil" 
tho poachers should also keep a look out 
for the smugglers. The illicit traders 
do business principally with the Indiana 
and tho (jiiaiitity of goods they dispose 
of is, we are told, quite considerable. 

Tkere was something said at the same 
meeting about securing to British 
subjects the trade of the extreme 
northern parts of British Columbia and 
of the Yukon country. Tho trade with 



tho mines in those northern regions is at 
present almost wholly monopolized by 
the'Americans. It is said that at certain 
seasons of the year Juneau is quite a 
lively trading town. Many of those who 
get their suppliea at that American port 
are Britisli suhjecta who, if they could 
gel into the country by a shorter and 
leas diflicult route, would gladly take the 
lesa toilsome journey. Such a route it is 
said has been found. It is almost wholly 
through British territory, and it is, 
compared with the /ither routes 
from the south, very easy. It follows the 
Stickeen River to Glenora and then 
takes a northerly direction through a 
coiinti-y covered with low hills. A road, 
it is confidently affirmed, could he easi- 
ly made from the Stickeen Biver to Tes- 
lin lake. Once on the lake the way to 
the gold fields of the Yukon Valley is 
easy. The only difficulty is constructing 
the road through the tract of hilly coun- 
try that lies between the river aud tlie 
lake. The distance is variously estima- 
ted at from 120 to 105 miles. The great- 
er part of this country is in British Col- 
umbia, and those who have traversed it 
say that gold can be found in 
it in quantities more or less 
considerable. But the principal use of 
the Stickeen route, as far as is no\7 
seen, is that it will open the way to the 
Yukon country, and place the trade of 
that rich mining district in the hands of 
British subjects. 

The attention of the ("iDvei nment of 
the Dominion and the I'rovince has 
been directed to this promising way of 
opening up the great Northern countrj'. 
That country is thinly iieopled now, but 
if it were made more accessible its popu- 
lation would, no doubt, rapidly increase. 
We trust that the practicability of this 
route will be ascertained Without any 
unnecessary loss of time, for it would, 
no doubt, bo a great thing, both for the 
Dominion and the Province of British 
Columbia, if the rich gold-fields of the 
Yukon country were brought within 
easy reach of tho city of Victoria. 

THE QUEBEC BUDGET. 

Thu budget speech of the Quebec Min- 
ister of Finance shows that the finances 
of that Province, if not in a perfectly 
satisfactory condition, are improving. 
The revenue last year exceeded the ex- 
uenditure by a comparatively small sum. 
The surplus is said to bo $28(1,088. The 
revenue exceeded the estimate by $75,- 
090. *rhe expenditure also exceeded the 
estimates, but the result left the balance 
on tho right side. It is calculated that 
there will be a small surplus for theyear 
l,s00-97. I'or 1H0T-!)S tho revenue is es- 
timated at $1,110,190 .ind the expendi- 
ture at .$-1,113,49-1. It is proposed to les- 
sen the direct taxes very materially. 

The debt of the Province is large. It 
amounts to $33,417,757. Against this 
debt are realizable assets amounting to 
$11,201,110, making the net debt and ob- 
ligations at the present time $22,150,310, 
nearly $15 a head of tho population. 
This, considering that (iuebuc is not by 
any means a rich Province, is a very 
heavy debt. This large debt was chiefly 
contracted in granting subsidiea to rail- 
ways. This is what the Montreal Star, 
which is not by any means a partisan 
paper, says about the financial condition 
of tiuebec : 

All through, the Provincial finances 
display a fairly healthy condition. We 
may not be making headway against tho 
stream as rapidly as we would like, hut 
we are no longer steaming madly down 
it toward the rapids, as we were not long 
since. Tho plana of the Government to 
save money by the conversion of the 
debt and to reduce our obligations by 
satisfying the railway companies' claims, 
will be discujised with much more intel- 
ligence when fully before the Legisla- 



niatter. They did not allow their case 
to ijo by-default, for tho very simple 
reason that they had never been vouch- 
a ifed ihe opportunity to afccept or re- 
fu^ie. f / 

Can the decision arrived at under such 
circumstances be called "asett'ement "'! 
The consent of all the parties concerned 
is tho very essence of a settlement. 
Even when the proceedings are 
judicial and authoritative both tho 
parties concerned have a right to 
be present and to say what they 
have to say in tboir own behalf. What 
would bo thought of tho fairness of a 
judgment in a case in which only one of 
the parties was permitted to bo heard. 

We say nothing now as to the nature 
of the terms ot settlement in this Mani- 
toba case. If the minority had agreed 
to them or had acquiesced in them there 
would be nothing for an outsider to say. 
But when tho minority were not repre- 
sented in the negotiations and when they 
are forced to accept the decision whether 
they like it or not, is there anything 
wrong in the disinterested bystander 
asking: la this fair? 

A FRENCH CANADIAN VIEW. 

The following is from the Montreal 
Gazette of tho 8th inst. : 

It is iierhapa diflicult for Englisl:- 
speaking Prute'stanta to undeistanil how 
the IManit.ohii inthool question appeals to 
French Canadians, and the following 
(lialogno from the i\liuerve may help, 
it is :i conversation between two hal)i- 
taiiis, and one is engaged in explaining 
to the other the terms of the Laurier- 
Sifton settlement: 

" i^uppose I steal your horse, openly 
iind with tho knowledge of your family, 
luunediately you hear of it you come to 
me and say — " 

" (iivo mo back my horse." 

" No," I reply, " I am stronger than 
you and I'm going to keep it." 

" But this is disgraceful," 

" Pooh 1 that is not tho qupstion. 
However, in order to restore friend Iv 
relations between the two families, I 
will make an arrangement with you; I 
will keej) tho horse, but 1 will allow you 
to use it half an hour a dav. Nov,' I 
call that generous, Besides, I warn you 
as a friend, you must either take that or 
nothing, for, yon see, 1 am for concili- 
ation." 

"Conciliation " has a pleasant sound 
in the oars of ProtestantH, who are rath- 
er tired of the school question anyway ; 
but they will see from the above that 
their Catholic fellow subjects look at the 
question from a difTerent standpoint.

IS THIS FAIR'. 



No one that we know of contends that 
the Manitoba minority alone should 
havebec^n consulted in the settlement of 
the inu(^li-vexe(l school ijueation of that 
province. Neither have we ever beaid 
it maintained that every deuiaiul made 
by the minority should be conceded by 
the majority, or those who constitu- 
tionally represent them. But there is, 
we submit, a very wide difference be- 
tween giving the unnority everything 
they iisk for and not iiormitting them to 
have any part, direct or irnlirect, in tho 
neirotiations that leil to the settlement. 
In private n.atters, when it is pro])osed 
to settle a dispute between two persons 
amicably, each of the disputants Is requir- 
ed to choose a representative. In that case 
it is only fair to stipulate that both the 
liartiea shall abide by the decision ar- 
rived at. It would 1)0 an outrage on 
justice and fair play for one of the ))iir- 
ties to negotiate with a third party and 
to settle the dispute without allowing 
the other principal to say a single word 
in his own behalf. 

This, as wo see it, is what was done in 
tho i)roceodings that resulteil in the "set- 
tlement" of the Manitoba school disjmte. 
The parties to that dispute wero the 
Protestant majority of Manitoba and the 
Eoman Catholic minority. The ma- 
jority, as represented by the Govern- 
ment of Manitoba and an outside party, 
tho Dominion Government, entered into 
negotiations to settle the dispute, but 
the minority was not ropresented in thu 
negotiations. They had no advocate 
atr the meetinga of the nego- 
tiators. There was no one present 
authorized to speak for thoin 
or to 10) risont their si'le of tho case. 
We have not heard that thov were in- 
vited to send a ropresontative, ami had 
refused to have anything to do with the

QUEER COUNTERFEITS. 

It seems that the United States has 
been flooded with spurious silver dollars. 
The dollars contain as ninch pnre silver 
as the gennine governnient dollars, hut 
they are not infcrinsitially worth more 
than half as niueh. It is a ([ueer kind 
of a counterfeit that contains as much of 
the precious metal, and is, as bullion, 
worth as much as the coin issued from 
the Government mint. But the.so new 
dollars are just such coin. It would be 
surprisiuf; if .silver in the United States 
wero not illegally coined into dollars. 
The temptation to do so is great. By 
merely coining tho eilvor the coin- 
ers double their money. Passinf,' 
such coin is comparatively easy 
for no one but an expert can 
distinguish them from t'le coin iss'ied 1 
the Government. As a matter of fact 
a large number oi tliese spurious dollars 
have tound their way into the Treasury 
and iniiHt be redoeiuea \iy the Govern 
ment with gold as they are now repre- 
sented hy silver certificates. This is one 
of the evils consequent upon makini 
coins of a metal which has greatly de 
preciated in value, a legal tender.

IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

Spaniards Not Making .Much Frpsress in 
Suppressing the Bebelllon, 

(I^rom the Clillia Mall.) 
It may be safely stated that the Span- 
ish authorities are are not making great 
progress in the suppression of the re- 
bellion. This points to a prolonged 
period of unsettled commercial condi- 
tions. Wo heard several days ago that 
the Spanish troops had sullered a se- 
vere reverse at the hands of the rebels, 
and that the Spanish loss was about SOU. 
That report seeSng now to be conlirmed, 
and the organization antl disci j)line of the 
rebels are apparently aslouishing the au- 
thorities. Some time ago a rumor was 
in circulation that the general who was 
second in comp.iand at Manila hatl dis- 
appeared, and all sorts of stories were in 
circulation. Jt is now stated that 
General Blanco sent this odicer to Spain 
for the good of his health — on so-called 
sick leave, A large number of troops 
are said to have been ordered from 
home, and many of tlieee are alleged to 
i)e on the way. To judge from the tac- 
tics of the rebels, it would appear they 
are led by some heads other than In- 
dian. Dr. Hizal, whoso movements we 
have jirevioualy noted, is now in th 
fortress at Manila, awaiting disposal. 

A correspondent from Manilla, wlio 
may be relied upon, writes that it seems 
almost impossible to obtain any infor 
ination of the rebellion. The Spaniariis, 
he continues, have about 8,000 troops 
now in JIanila, the majority of them aj 
parently raw recruits, badly armed, and 
somuof them without uniform. A small 
body of cavalry men arrived with the 
last batch, but without horses. 

The correspondent continues to say; 
' The volunteers are the most useful 
looking lot of men I have seen here. 
They were banded at tho beginning of 
the rebellion, and numbered about 1,500, 
They certainly march well, and are all 
armed with tho old rifle. They are also 
well dressed, but they say that is as far 
as they go, and that they cannot indulge 
in rifle practice, as they are so bad _ 
supplied withammunition. I understand 
that operations were commenced 
earnest on the 7th inst,, but up to that 
time nothing very serious had taken 
place. 

The rebels will never be caught, and a 
guerilla war will go on for years like the 
one in Cuba. Tlie rebels were armed 
mostly with sharpened bamboos and 
broad knives — the former being rather 
a formidable weapon, as strong and as 
hard as steel. Kow that the Spaniards 
have so long delayed active operationa, 
supplies of all kinds of weapons may 
have come to the rebels overiand, as the 
rest of the coast ia practically unguarded. 
One steamer belonging to the Spanish 
government has been captured by the 
rebels. It was armed with one gun. 
The native erew mutinied up the river, 
vud retired with the boat.

THE STRATHNEVIS' SALVAGE. 

Claims of the "Miowera" and "Mineola" Sat- 
isfied in Coin, and the Bonds Against 
the Libelled Vessel Discharged, 

"Important admiralty cases constitut- 
ed the bulk of the business in tho United 
States circuit court yesterday." says 
Wednesday's P. I. "While the business 
was confined to ii.apers, and not to trials, 
two of them, at least, were conspicuous 
as among the most important of their 
;ind ever brought in the courts of the 
Ninth district. All Monday there were 
proceedings leading up to the settlement 
of the salvage claims against the North- 
ern i'acilic steamship Slrathnevis, by 
the owners, ollicers and crews of the 
steamships iNIiowera, of the Canadian 
Pacii'ic line, and tlie ^lineola, a tramp 
freight sieaiashi]). ( ine of the features 
of the case was tho legal talent employed 
in representing the parlies to 
the libel, among the best known 
attorneys in tlie Northwest being 
engaged to argue the ciainis of the con- 
teiuiing vessels. The settleiuont of the 
claims was arranged Monday evening, 
and the fcirmal release of the bonds, 
ai.nounting in the two separate actions 
for salvage to .$175,000, will be made to- 
day. The agreements contemplated a 
payment of if^O.OOO to the Mineola and 
!f'J7,000 to the Miowera. The costs of the 
litigation amount to about $5,000, mak- 
ing in all the tidy sum of lji52,000, for 
which Attorney Aahton gave checks on a 
Tacoma bank. ii. M . Hopkins, clerk of 
the Federal court, went to Tacoma yes- 
terday for the money."

A private letter from Seoul, Korea, re- 
ceived liere by the U. M. S. Empress of 
India, stales that the United States 
cruiser Boston is seriously strained, and 
may be obliged to come home as quickly 
as possible for repair. On the 5th of 
last month she ran aground on a sand 
spit in Flying Fish channel, twelve 
miles from Oliemulpo, banging- there 
until tho following morning, when at th 
most favorable stage of the tide she was 
released with her own power. It was at 
first thought she had sustained no In 
jury, ljut a few days later it was noticed 
that she was "weeping" freely amid 
ships— taking in water hydrops through 
the plate seams — and it is now" generally 
feared that tho entire framework has 
Iteen sprung. A member of her engine 
room staff, writing to a naval frieiul 
here, says it was most fortunate for the 
shiptbattlie mishap occurred just when 
it did, at the spring tides, instead of a 
few days later, for otherwise the line 
cruiser would undoubtedly have hung 
on the bar until her bacK broke. No 
court martial has yet been held to fix 
responaibilitv for the accident, but it 
undoubtedly will be soon. In the mean- 
time the circumstance is being mnde the 
most of as au exaniiile of the danger 
aitendiuit i:pon all attempts to navigate 
Korean waters without the assistance of 
skilled native pilots. The charts are 
almost all defective and none have been 
brought up to date by recent surveys, 
and are no guide to the <langeraof the 
position in which the Boston found her- 
self. The treacherous bar, which runs 
out northward from Marelles island, is 
in fact not marked at all on several ap- 
proved charts, although it has proved 
fatal to numerous small local craft and 
not a few pretentions merchantmen.

Reinsurance was just being obtained 
on tho British bark Marlborough Hill, 
for Victoria from Indraniayo, Java, when 
the vessel arrived in Royal Roads yes- 
terday morning. Fears were beginning 
to be entertained that something un- 
usual had happened the bark account- 
ing for her delayed arrival, but, since the 
vessel sailed on the 2Uth of last .July not 
a single incident of a disastrous nature 
liad occurred aboard. The Marlborough 
Hill had been delayed by rough weather, 
but came through all unblemished. She 
is in ballast, and ia hero to the onler of 
Kobt. Ward Co., Ltd. A second 
arrival from sea yesterday was 
the British ship Sierra Blaniia, Captain 
Spencer, which comes from?Cardiir with 
■J, 100 tons of coal for the navy. Her 
voyage was made in the remarkably fast 
tiiiie of WVA days. She was favored with 
good weather most of the way, encoun- 
tering the rougliesl elements off the 
Horn. She was towed in from Kca liy 
the Wanderer, of Port Townseud, while 
the Tyee, hailing from the same port, 
broug"ht the Marlborough Hill to. her 
anchorage.

INTlENATlONAIi QUAEANTINE. 

Canadian Delegates to Washington Regard- 
ing Mutnal Arrangements Between 
the Two Countries. 

Wa'shi.vgton-, Dec. 10. — Hon. Sidney 
I'lsber, of Ottawa, and" Duncan Mac- 
Fachran, chief inspector of live slock 
for Canada, are in the city on busi- 
ness connected with the agricul- 
tural department. To-day they had 
conference with Secretary Morton 
and Dr. Salmond, the chief of the bureau 
of iinimal industry. The object of tho 
visit is to Seek to effect modilioations on 
the part of each country of the quaran- 
tine regulations governing the admission 
of cattle into the other. These regula- 
tions, they say, were made at a time 
when contagious disease e.xistod, but 
now that such diseased have been 
stamped out they argue that there 
is no necessity for the continuation of 
the severe restrictions as to the admis- 
sion of cattle. The meeting to-day was 
merely a preliminary one, and further 
conferences will be lield, as the Can- 
uliana are anxious that the restrictions 
imposed by the regulations bo removed, 
so long as no further necessity for them 
exists. Their visit, Mr. Fisher said, to- 
night, had nothing whatever to do v,ith 
questions of reciprocity between the 
United States and Oan&da.

The Work of Goansel Before tlie 
Claims Commission Becomes 
More Animated. 



Captain Byors Tells How tlie " Patli- 
llnder" Carried OIT Her 
Prize Crew. 



The meeting of the Bebring sea claims 
commission yesterday was decidedly 
livelier tiian any preceding sesaion, ob- 

jectiona being taken again and again to 
questions put by one aide or tlie other, 
and argument sharii and pointed follow- 
ing. A rulint; wag given in the morning 
ou a subject which has several times 
been a question of difference between 
counsel for Great Britain and the United 
States. This was as to tlie proportion oi 
aaal secured out of those sliot by the 
hunters. ISIr. Bodwell had asked tine of 
Captain iMuier and Judge Putnam, 
speaking for the commissioners, said 
tbat ttiuy had decided to restrict the 
evidence of witnesses on this point to 
their own practical experience. The 
nnuiber of witnesses, too, must be lim- 
ited — six would be eiu)iii;h — except in 
the caao of uiiloreseeu eoiitinf;eiudes. 
Aa an iilternutivo the comniisaionora 
were of opinion, if ic was aixreeuble to 
counsel, that any references in the pub- 
lished i-eporta of the Behriug sea case at 
Paris covering this matter were open to 
either aide to put in. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson, after consulta- 
tion with Hon. Mr. Peters, replied tliat 
counsel were agreed six witnesses would 
bo enouj^li. 

Captain Miner l)eiiig further (Toss-ex- 
aniined by Sir Charles II. Tui)per, saitl 
tliat he hud had the schooner I'enelope 
hauled up in Victoria lor painting in 
1SS6, and found no difference between 
the cost of such work here and in .San 
Francisco. The witness in the course of 
his examin.itioii also said that schooners 
were broiif^ht round from the ICast in 
1880 and 1X87, notwithstanding they 
could bo bought more cheaply in San 
Francisco, and that tiiere were several 
vessels suitable for sealing on the mar- 
ket in November and December in 1886 
and 1887. Such vessels were offered in 
1887 and fouod no buyers, though he 
could not name the men olTeriog them. 
He had never seen the Carolena afloat, 
but if ho bad Ijeen nbl.3 to compare her 
afloat with vessels of Biniilar Kize that iie 
had known he might have hud his opin- 
ion alteretl aa to her value, 

A somewhat lively discussion arose 
over the next (luestion put by Sii-Cliarles 
to the wi'jiBsa, aa to wliat proportion of 
the sea's he shot that he had eecurod. 

Mr. Justice Putnam here remarked 
that the ruling made in the morning 
would be avoided if counsel were allowed 
to open up that question on cross-exam- 
ination. 

Sir Charles Tupper certainly claimed 
a riclit to ask the <iuestion, as the same 
matter liad come up in the examination 
in chief of the witness, lie aubinitted 
that this view was not inconsistent with 
what Mr. Justice Putnam had said. 

Mr. Justice King observed that tlio 
preceding evening, as he remembered it, 
some ([uestions iiad Ijeen asked of the 
witness on this point Ijy the United 
.States counsel, and if the notes showed 
such was the ease, he did not think Sir 
Charlea should be debarred from crosa- 
examing upon the same subject. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson argued that the 
questions asked of the witness by the 
United States had been only prelimin- 
ary on the subject, and he would sug- 
gest that to meet the difficulty they 
should be stricken out of the notes alto- 
gether. 

.Sir Charles Tup|)er was quite agree- 
able to thiB, if all the examination of tljc 
last witnesd as to seal life and hunting 
were stricken out. lie failed, however, 
to see how part of that evidence should 
atand and part be struck out. 

lion. Mr. i'eters explained that even 
if the witness' testimony was taken uu 
the question of the proj)ortion of seal he 
secured out of those ho shot, that as 
there might be six witnesses on the sub- 
ject according to the ruling, the witness 
misjht make one of the six. 

Mr. Justice Putnam thoueiit the Brit- 
ish aide should prove the matter by 
their own witnesses, whereat Sir Charles 
inquired with surprise: 

" .Surely we are not debarred from 
proving a [loint by a hostile witness'.' " 

A short (liaeiission foUoweil aa to the 
dlH'erenee in praetieo in erosg-exanii na- 
tion in the two crjuntries, and litially tlie 
witness "stood down" teinponiril}', un- 
til counsel on both sides could have a 
consultation to see if they could agree 
on what was to be struck from the notes 
and what retained. 

Mr. E. Crow Baker, secretary of the 
Pilot Board, stated that the board at 
one time had owned the Carolena, hav- 
ing sold lier when they purchased an- 
other ve8'<el. 

Mr, William Munaie, called by the 
United Status, was asked by lion. Mr, 
Dickinson if he know M iehael .Serr.aul t, 
of Alherni. Serrault ha<l come down 
from the West Coast on Tuesday and 
had spent last night at Munsie's liouse. 
He did not know tbat the I'niled States 
side had a eubpu'na out for Serrault, 
who bad come from the West Coast at 
witness' request. Witness and Ser- 
rault were at the steamer Tees' 
wharf last night. The witness had 
gone down with Capt. Irving and had 
found Serrault there. Serrault bad 
gone there to see Capt. Roberta on busi- 
ness. The witness bad not waited until 
the Tees sailed, but had taken Serrault 
home with him in a hack an tlie nuia 
was not well. Ho had found Serrault 
drinkint; in a saloon with Alexander 
Mcr.,ean and had taken him away aa he 
did not want him in McLj?un'8 company. 
■Serrault had not left town and Munsie 
was quite willing to produce him as a 
witness. 

To Hon. Mr. Peters witness remarked 
that he had left .Serrault at hia house ill. 
Witness had been down at the Tees be- 
cause be was accustomed to go there be- 
fore the vessel sailed for the West Ooaet, 
as he had interests there. 

To Hon. Mr. Dickinson witness said 
he knew Patrick Hickey, but did not re- 
member seeing him during the past few 
days. Ho had not asked Hiidtey to fio 
away, or told him that the I'nited States 
laid a aubpiena for liim. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson put in I he regis- 
try papers of the San Diego filed at San 



her owner and with the clause in the 

affidavits declaring .TJechtel a United 
States citizen. 

Hon. Mr. Peters again objected to this 
method of proving Bechtel's nationality. 

Mr. Justice Putnam after lunch al- 
luded to the discussion over the question 
asked Captain Miner about the killing 
of seal, and read the parts of the evi- 
dence in relation to it. It was quite 
clear to him that if these questions Stood 
on ihe record. Sir Charlea Tupper was 
entitled to ask his question. 

Sir Charles remarked that after con 
aultation with the senior counsel of Great 
Britain and in deference to the commia 
aioners, he did not intend to examine 
the witness on the subject any further. 

Hon. Mr. Peters, in reply to Mr. Jus 
tice£ing as to whether counsel proposed 
to strike out the evidence referred to in 
the ruling, sold that. as far as the British 
counsel were concerned he saw no rea- 
son for not "allowing the testimony to 
stand. He could not, however, speak 
for hia learned friends on the other side, 
as lie had not yet consulted them. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson being of the same 
view aa Hon. .Air. Peters, the evidence 
was allowed to atand. 

lion. Mr. Dickinson next stated that, 
with tho exception of a few witnesses 
whoso testimony would be short, this 
closed the Carolena case for the United 
States— aa far aa Victoria was concerned. 
Tliey would produce the witnesses he re- 
ferred to as quickly as possible. 

Hon. Mr. Peters replied that it would 
be impossible for the Britiah side to call 
their rebuttal evidence in whole until 
. the United States case was finally closed, 
; hut there was one man who could not 
reuniin in town as he was going on a 
pealing trip, who would be called now. 
There were several other sealers, Mr. 
I'eters intimated, who also wanted to 
get away, and he hoped the United 
States would not object to these being 
called out of their turn in regard to 
other cases. 

Hon. Jlr. Dickinson consented, pro- 
vided notice was tiiven as to the cases to 
wliicli the evidence of the witnesses in 
(juestion referred, so that tlie Uniteil 
States consel mii;bt look over the caacs 
to see on what linea to conduct tho crosa- 
exn mination. 

David Russell, called in rebuttal by 
the British side, said bo had been one of 
the crew of the Carolena in iSSd when 
Bhe was sei/.eii. When tho crew was 
chipped to San l-Vanciaco on the .St. 
Paul food was taken from the Carolena 
and put on the .St. Paul to feed tlieni. 
This included pilot bread, flour, butter, 
sugar and other provisions. 

The witness was asked on cross-ex- 
amination by Hot:. Mr. Dickinson if last 
Sunday in Seattle, when asked by a Mr. 
Rowland to come to Victoria to testify, 
he had stated that he did not want to 
(!ome hecause if he did he would have 
to lie. 

The witness denied this, and also said 
he did not tell Rowland that if be came 
to Victoria and told anytliing that hurt 
some one in \'ictoria he would not he 
able to live in Victoria again. He did 
not sav that John Cotsford had told him 
he bad had enough of testifying in Vic- 
toria and that ins (Cotsford's) family 
would have to leave Victoria because lie 
had ajxiken tho truth in the Carolena 
cage. Mr. A. J. Bechtel was on board 
on the trip from Victoria to the West 
Coast. 

" What was Bechtel on board for ?" 
asked Mr. Bodwell in re-examination. 
Hon. -Mr. Dickinson — "I object; this 

ia openini: new matter," 

Mr. Bodwell — " But you can't object 
now; you openerl the question yourself 

in cross-examination." 

Hon. ]\Ir. Dickinson — "Then I with- 
draw iny last question." 

Mr. Bodwell — "But you can't now; 
it has gone in." 

The commissioneas decided that I^Ir. 
Bodwell mis^ht put the queation in re- 
buttal. 

In answer, the witness said Mr. Bech- 
tel bad yohe op the West Coaat on the 
vessel and bad then gone aaliore. 
j Bechtel had not given witneas any ordera 
nor had he had anything to do about the 
work of fixing the canoes purchased from 
the Indiana. 

(Questioned more fully as to his coming 
over to Victoria to testify the witness 
stated that wlien Rowland had come to 
his house on Sunday at Seattle, he said 
he dill not want to come over, and when 
Rowland began to talk about witness 
fees witiiesa abut him uj). Rowland had 
on heiiij; questioned said he was on the 
United St.ates siile and hail (|Uestioned 
him alioiit tho Carolena, but witness 
would tell him nothing sayiun tliat any 
evidence he had he would tell in the wit- 
ness box. V'itnesa denied havint; stated 
in Seattle that Cotsford was a fool to 
have come over here to te8tif3', as he 
would have made $.")(I0 by staying away. 

Capt. Byers, one of tho six witnesei'S 
called in regard to seal killing, stated 
that he believed about five per cent, of 
those shot were lost. 

As the witness was about to leave on a 
cruiae he was by consent examined also 
in the Pathfinder case. He had been 
hunter on the Patlifinder in LSfiO, when 
the vessel loft Vje.toria in Maridi nnd en- 
tered liehring Sea between July I and (!. 
The schooner carried twenty men and six 
boats and sealed till July 2!l, when she 
WHS seized by the Rush. There were hc- 
twcen StIO and 1)1)0 skins on licjuril. A 
jK'tty ollicer was put on the schooner by 
the cutter and they were ordered to Sit- 
ka. Instead, however, the vessel came 
home to Victoria. 

" The captain told ine he could not 
find Sitka," said the witness smiling. 

" What did you do with tho gentle- 
man from the I'nited Stateacutter," ask- 
ed Hon. ,\Ir. Peters. 

"(), wo kept him aboard." 
" 1 )id he belj) you to seal?" 
" Ve.a, he went out in the boats just 
for )deaHure." 

Till! skins on the veaacl when she was 
Bei/.'jil were taken on lioard tho cutter. 
The Pathlinder sealed one day after tho 
capture and got .'iO skins ; if they had not 
been short on account of their arms and 
ainmuuilion having been carried off bv 
the cutter, they would have got at least 
IbO skins. Witnes^was on the Triumph 
in the sea in 1890. 

Before the evidence of this witness 
was finished the commission adjourned 
until this morning. 



MIIilTIAMBN .'AND THE POLI TAX. 

To THE EprroRi—- I was very glad to 
see in your issues of lOtL and 16th inst. 
the letters from "Militiaman" " Miles," 
in ivhicli tliey press the claims of the 
militiamen of tliia province to exemp- 
tion from the poll or revenue tax. Now 
that I have resigned Che command of the 
militia in B.C. after holding it for eight 
years I may, I hope, bo allowed to say a 
word or two on this subjoct without be- 
ing accused of bias in favor of the " boys 
in blue," 

It seems to mo that it is a very little 
thing that the citizens of thts ddl'erent 
municipalities are asked to do in return 
for the great benefits derived from the 
presonco in their midst of an eflicient and 
loyal body of trained men. The public 
are always very good to make use of tho 
militia as a drawing card on all public 
occasions to bring visitors to spend 
money in the towns (and these long par- 
ades and sham fights are no child'a 
play) ; but it is like drawint: teeth to try 
and collect a few dollars for the benefit 
of the regiment or oven for their splen- 
did band. 

As "Militiaman" very truly says, 
"they work hard and get nothing for 
it," aa their government pay goes to buy 
helmets and leggings, articles tbat I live 
in holies of yet seeing provided by the 
^Militia department as they should be. 
They are the pick of the young men of 
oar cities, being young, active, healthy 
and natriotic, as ia amply shown by the 
tniie and work they jiut in witliout any 
hope of reward exccjit that beat of all re- 
wards, the knowleiige that they are do- 
ing their duty to their Queen and coun- 
try. But the "laborer is worthy of his 
hire," and so surely it is not too much 
to ask of the citizens of this province 
that they should show their appreciation 
of these eiiorts by granting these young 
men a slight privilege such as ia now 
asked. It is not the intrinsic value of 
the tax they care so much about aa it ia 
the open acknowledizmont therel)y ex- 
pressed of the fact tbat their aervicea are 
lliought worthy of the people's tiiaiiks. 

There are not so many of them that 
the exemption of this tax would make 
any great inroad into the city treasuries, 
whilst at the same time it would be a 
slight incentive to yoniig nion to join 
the lanka, and thus make the duties of 
recrTiitinir a little less arduous than at 
present. The 5tli Regiment will com- 
pare most favorably with any regiment 
of militia, either in Great Britain or 
Canada, not only in physique and pluck, 
but in knowledge ot drill, general smart- 
ness and interior economy. . Great Bri- 
tain looks to them to man thegunaat 
the Esquimau forts in case of trouble, 
and in sucti case they will share the 
dangers equally with the fine fellows 
who compose the small body of Imperial 
troops now at the barracks. _Such being 
the facta, I would ask every man, aye, 
and every woman, too, who has the wel- 
fare of the Kiiiiiire at heart, to assist the 
militia by moulding public opinion in 
favor of (rraiitint; them this small boon. 
It ia done in Ihigland and in Eastern 
Canada, so why not here? 

" Miles " is right in saying you cannot 
send your boys to a better place in the 
evening than tho drill hall. There they 
find manly exercises, jovial but sober 
companions, comfortable reading rooms 
and an education of respect for oneself 
and for " those in authority over you." 
This idea of exemption from poll tax is 
nothing new, as I have as commanding 
ofiicer several times applied to some of 
the local members to bring in the neces- 
sary leijialatioii, and I was always given 
the greatest encouragement by jiromises, 
but somehow or another nothing 
materialized. Now ia the time before 
the legislature meets to again urge the 
matter. E. G. Puroii.

FEDERATION OF LABOR. 

Sixteenth Annual Session— Sympathy With 
Cuba-Political Questions Not Lllcely 
.to Be Dealt With. 

GiscrNSATi, Dec. 16.— The sixteenth 
annual session of the American Federa 
lion ol Labor waa called to order here 
yesterday by President Samuel Gompern 
About one hundred and lifty delegates 
were present and many visitor.s. Martin 
Fox, jiresidoiit of the Iron rdotilders' 
Union of North .\inerica, had been 
selected to deliver tlio address of wel- 
come. Owing to the death of hia mother 
his address was read by E. I. Denny. 
More etl'active action for the eight hour 
law nnd other reforms were reconi- 
mended. Special greetings were ex- 
tended delegates Samuel Woods and 
John Mallinson, of England, and Louis 
Vigorenx, of France. 

President Gompers, in responding to 
the address of welcome, referred to the 
attacks on their organization because it 
was merely a federation and not a more 
comjiact union. He showed how the 
liillesit scope was given to individual 
opinions and rights, and thus ati atlilia 
tion oi ilill'erent labor organi/.atiotia waa 
possible in one general federation. JJq 
apjiealed for continued eH'orls for the 
cidtivatitn of public opinion, as well as 
favoralde legislation and the most earn- 
est co-operation ol all lalior orgiuiiz- 
ations. 

Pending the consideration of the case 
of the New York Drewera Union, C. C. 
CliirU, grand secretary of the Railroad 
Conductors ."Vssociation and fraternal 
representative of the Itaihvay Telegraph- 
ers and five other railway organizations, 
was introduced. Mr. Clark reviewed 
the Olney arbitration bill at length, urg- 
ing labor organizations to exert their 
fullept influence to secure the passace of 
this bill, saying that there would be no 
trouble over any reductions or other 
changes in tho event of it becoming law. 

Mr. Clarke's ai Id rets waa ordered to 
be printed and referred lo conimittee. 

It is understooil a strong resolution of 
sympathy with Cuba will be adopted. 
-A canvass of delegate.s shows a most 
unanimous sentiment in aid of Cuba, 
even to the encouragement of enlist- 
ment. 

The silver question and other ques- 
tions of a political character are not like- 
ly to be referred to in the resolntiona 
this year, as in former yeais.

$(>0 each, and Meaara. Woods and :\Ial- 
linson, the English deleeates, of caeh 
and jewelry, and several delegates uf 
other articles.

1 stayed 
over night at the hotel, and was regaled 
until bed time with marveloug tales of 
wonderful tliscoveriea of gold bearing 
([uartz in the ailjacent hills and mount- 
ains. Every man and woman carries in 
hia or lier pockets aiJeciiiiena of the latesl 
"tinds," and. as conversation progresses 
the iiockets are made to yield from their 
deepest recesses the glittering evidences 
of tlie ricdineas of the ledges. 

(•iuartz forms tho principal — tho only 
— topic of conversation everywhere, i 
ventured into a circle of young matrons, 
who were warming themselves at a hot 
wood-lire, and tried to lead them gently 
from <|uart/. to babies; but it was no 
use. Babies do not count for much at 
.Marcus, where all men and women are 
mine-owners, ami where jieople talk of 
imndreils of tbousaiuia as glibly aa the 
inhabitants of a Coast city converse of a 
quiirter of a dollar. The 6'ccitenieiit is 
intense at Marcus and all along the 
mail-road to the thriving young niiniiig 
city of Ci rand Forks. No one talks of 
anything but gold, copper and silver. 
" Your'a ia a fine ranch," I remarked to 
a farmer. " Yes," he replied, " but you 
ought to see my gold mine." " You 
have a tine family," J said to another, 
" I am over-proud of my family," he 
replied, " but what do you think of 
this?" (producing a specimen of quartz 
from a sideboard).

Now it 
numbers -130, with (50 children of school 
going age. The plans are drawn for a 
handsome hotel, fitted with modern 
conveniences. Two saw mills aro kept 
busily at work cutting lumber to meet 
the large local demand, and the road 
from Marcua waa lined with four-horse 
sloigba drarwing merchandise to the 
Forks. 

That Grand Forks is ambitious aud 
i:nterpriaiiig wilt be gathered from the 
fact tliat the inhabitants will come be 
fore the legislnture lit its neit session for 
a bill for incorporation as a municipality 
The townsito has been surveyed and 
hlocka have been act aside for goverir 
iiient buildings, scliools and churches. 

On the evening of the Sili instant a re- 
ce]ition ami lull, foUrjwed by a banquet 
were given in honor of the presence 
in the town uf .Speaker Higgins, 
Judge Spinks and Gold CommiBeouer 
Lambly.

ANARCHISTS SENTENCED. 

The Perpetrators of the Barcelona Bomb Ont 
rages Receive Tbeir Panlshnieiit. 

Barcelo.s-.'. , Dec. 16.— The court mar- 
tial of tlie Anarchists arrested for com- 
plicity in recent disturbances hero have 
been conchuled. The aenteucea imposed 
aro kept secret and any one divulging 
them ia to be severely ijunished. It is 
believed, however, that twentj'-eight 
of the Anarchists have been sentenced 
to death and 59 others to penal servitude. 
The outrage for which tuese men were 
tried waa committed on June 7 last, dur- 
ing the religous procession of Coroug 
Cliristi. Just as the i)rouession waa en- 
tering the church of Santa Maria a bomb 
waa thrown into the procession 
and exploded, killing six jjersons 
iiistanty and wounding 50 others, 
many of whom subsequenlly dieti 
of their injuries. .-Vii investiga- 
tion by the police developed the fact that 
this outrage was the outcome of a plot 
by anarcliiats, having wide ramilica- 
tions and directed from Paris, Tho cul- 
prits were arrested as a result of the 
discoveries made by tti e police.

ANOTHER INSURGENT DEFEAT. 

Rlnjor Cirujeda to I5e Spccinlly Rewarded 
for tile Splendid Services He Has 
liendercd to Spain. 

Havana, Dec. le. — Lieut.-Col. Alvares 
lie Lara ronorta having had an encoun- 
ter with the inaurgenta uiidor Jlayi Rod- 
riguez and other chiefs at the foot of the 
hills near Oliver, province of Santa 
Clara. The ligliliug, aciording to the 
Ti'iiort, lasted three lioura, at tho end of 
which linio the iuHurguiits were 
routed, leaving twenty-four dead on 
the field. Among the latter live 
bodiea were identilied as thof e of insur- 
gent officers. The troopa had a captain 
and twelve privates wounded. l!he re- 
port that the inaurgent leader Edouardo 
Garcio had been wounded in an engage- 
ment with Spanish troopa is confirmed.
